SCHEDULE OF SUPPLIES/SERVICES, BLOCK 20 

 

1.  DESCRIPTION OF SERVICES:   

 

The Contractor shall provide services for the following: Trash Collection Services for U.S consulate 

General Karachi”. The Contractor shall furnish labor, tools, materials, transportation and warranties for 

services. All work will be performed within firm fixed-price contract.  The trash accumulated in US 

consulate facilities is being managed in-house and disposed using in-house resources. Services of a 

professional company is required to manage trash collection and disposal in a professional manner to keep 

the high sanitization standards of USG facilities.  

2. LOCATIONS:  

 

Collection services defined in this Statement of Work (SOW) shall be performed at the US Consulate 

compound, Mai Kolachi, and Frere Compound at Fatima Jinnah Road, Karachi Pakistan.  The Contractor 

shall perform to the standards listed in this SOW. Vehicles shall be labeled with the cubic meter volume 

they are capable of hauling. Vehicles shall arrive at the US Consulate compound empty, and the volume of 

waste collected verified upon leaving the Consulate compounds.  The drivers shall provide the Contracting 

Officer’s Representative (COR) or the Government Technical Monitor (GTM) with a signed receipt every 

collection day.  This receipt shall verify the estimated volume of materials picked up on that day.  

Additionally, the Contractor shall provide signed receipts from the landfill at approved waste collection 

sites for each load dumped in the landfill.  See collection summaries.  

 

Services of a professional contractor will be hired for providing standard trash collection containers at 

various locations of US consulate facilities and programmed pickup and disposal program of the 

accumulated trash.  

3. TERMS 

 

CO: Contracting Officer 

COR: Contracting Officer’s Representative 

FM: Facility Manager

1. COR   
 

A Contracting Officer’s Representative (COR) will be assigned to ensure quality assurance goals are met.  

 

2. FIXED PRICE PROPOSAL 

 

The Contractor shall provide one fixed-priced Proposal for the complete Project that includes every aspect 

of the Work. Contractor will measure and verify quantities needed to complete this project prior to bid 
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submission. Contract costs shall comprise of the firm fixed price quoted monthly and for temporary 

additional services cost will be based on the volume of materials picked up during the temporary services.   

 

3. SERVICES AND DELIVERABLES 

 
1. The contractor will provide a comprehensive program for trash management for COR’s 

approval to include but not limited to trash collection points, quantity of trash collection 

containers, vehicles for trash pickup and disposal, trash pickup and disposal schedule on daily 

basis. 

2. At minimum trash collection containers of at least 32 gallons and at most 96 gallons be placed 

at three CACs of NCC and two streets of Frere compound. 

3. Contractor shall be responsible for ensuring that an adequate supply of Containers is maintained 

for distribution. “Adequate Supply” means that the Contractor has enough of the Containers, bags, 

or other items on hand to ensure delivery in a timely manner.  

 
4. All carts, bins, and drop boxes acquired by Contractor and put into service at posts’ premises shall 

become the property of the post upon expiration or earlier termination of this contract. The 

containers should comply the specifications mentioned in section 21 below. 

 
5.  Desired Standard Services:  

a. The contractor shall remove trash from New Consulate Compound (NCC), Frere Compound 

on the schedule established mutually at least thrice a week and up to daily.  

b. The contractor shall drive to each location as per the schedule, look in each trash container, 

remove and dump the trash into the truck, and return the empty containers in their original 

location.  

c.  The contractor shall remove any boxes, piles, or garbage bags, dead trees, construction debris, 

and any leftover that the Embassy considered as garbage left within the trash container.  

d. The contractor shall take the trash to the municipal dump.  

e. The contractor shall dispose of all trash in accordance with all city regulations.  

f. The contractor shall make as many trips between the consulate location and dump site as 

necessary in a day to haul away all the garbage in the schedule.  

g. The amount including volume and weight of trash at the Embassy and its various properties 

varies but is between one and three truck loads each removal day.  

h.  All contractor personnel shall be escorted while on duty at the consulate facilities.  

i. The contractor shall provide a daily slip of trash collected mentioning trash weight and volume 

with pictures. 

 
6. Minimum Schedule:  

a. Trash shall be removed from the NCC 5 days weekly from Monday through Friday beginning 

by 08:00 a.m. in the morning. This may be reviewed and increased or reduced depending on 

the trash collection data and trends. 

b. Trash shall be removed from Frere compound every Monday.  

 
7. Material and Equipment:  

The contractor shall furnish all equipment to accomplish the work in this contract. This includes:  

a) A large truck capable of carrying one 4Cubic yard dumpster (length: 6ft, width: 5.5ft, depth: 

4ft).  

b) The truck must have cover over the top and sides to prevent garbage from blowing while the 

truck is in motion.  
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c) Safety Equipment for staff as needed such as gloves, eye protection, safety shoes, and other 

materials needed to protect personnel or aid them in completing their job.  

d) Trash containers as mentioned in point 2 above. 
 

 
8. Personnel: 

The contractor shall furnish the following personnel to accomplish the work in this contract:  

a) Truck Driver: The contractor shall provide at least one truck driver duly qualified and in 

possession of the appropriate driving license.  

b) Assistant: the contractor shall also provide at a minimum one other personnel to move garbage 

containers.  

c) The personnel must be capable of moving bins of garbage up to 50kg weight from the ground up 

into the truck.  

d) The consulate shall furnish escort personnel for the contractor while on duty at the consulate 

facilities.  

 

4. EXECUTION 

 

The Work shall be executed in a diligent and workmanlike manner in accordance with the negotiated fixed-

price, this Scope of Work, and the Project Schedule.  

 

When pursuing the work, the contractor is to take extra care as not to damage existing structures.  The 

Contractor is responsible for preventing any damage to surrounding properties arising from the Contractors 

performance of the work.  

 

Contractor shall be responsible for repairing any damage to adjacent properties as a result of its activities 

on the Project Site. If the damage is not repairable, the cost will be calculated by the Facility Manager and 

deducted from the payment of the final invoice.  

 

5. WORK HOURS 

 

The contractor shall work 5 days a week between the hours of 8:00 Am and 4:30 PM. 

• Designated labors and vehicles must be at consulate compound at 0800hrs 

• Must carry original NICs   

• Contractors to check-in for clearance at US Consulate Karachi at 0800hrs (8am) and commence 

work at 0830hrs each day until the project reaches final completion. 

• Break Hour for Friday – 1200-1400hrs 

• Break Hour for Monday to Thursday – 1300-1400hrs  

 

If any aspect of this work is deemed by the COR, the FM, the RSO or the POSHO/APOSHO to be 

interruptive of normal US Consulate operations, the Consulate security or safety, the contractor shall be 

required to perform that portion of the work on Saturdays and Sundays.  

 

6. SAFETY 

 

6.1 The Contractor shall be responsible for conducting the work in a manner that ensures the safety of 

employees and visitors at the US Consulate, and the Contractor’s employees. Safety standards must 

meet or exceed current EM 385 US Corps of Engineers Safety and Health Requirements Manual 

requirements available online. 
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6.2 The Contractor shall be solely responsible for risk assessments, managing health, and safety issues 

associated with this project. Based on hazard assessments, Contractors shall provide or afford each 

affected employee personal protective equipment (PPE) that will protect the employee from 

hazards. At a minimum PPE shall consist of eye protection, hard hats, and closed toe shoes. Sandals 

or athletic shoes are not acceptable. PPE such as gloves, dust masks, are recommended. These items 

must be provided at the Contractor’s expense.  

 

6.3 Workers may use discretion if they feel unsafe in using the equipment in a hostile environment.  

 

6.4 Any worker at an elevated location above 1.8 meters, with the exception of a portable ladder OR 

scaffolding will be provided a safety harness by the Contractor for their use.  

 

6.5 The contractor must document in the bid for work how the hazard controls will be implemented 

and maintained during the project.  

 

6.6 The Contractor shall prepare and implement an Activity Hazard Analysis (AHA) prior to the start 

of work.  

 

6.7 The Contactor must have a competent person on-site for inspection of equipment, training workers 

in the safe use of equipment and the recognition of hazards related to their use, supervision, and 

identifying and correcting unsafe work practices for high hazard work.  

 

6.8 All contractor personnel shall wear hard hats, safety glasses, ear-plugs,  gloves, close-toes shoes 

and any other Personal Protection Equipment deemed necessary by the Facility Manager. 

 

6.9 Safety Training: 

• Provide specific training to supervisory personnel and all craft workers of the Contractor and 

subcontractors in proper use and care of specific personal protective gear, equipment, and clothing. 

• Contractor and subcontractor employees shall be trained and supervised by qualified persons to 

perform, safely and confidently, recognized hazardous work operations and work performed with 

hazardous conditions to which they have been assigned. 

 
o Pakistan Government COVID Guidelines (that applies during/for pre-proposal site conference) to be 

followed http://covid.gov.pk/guideline. 

o No personnel without COVID PPE allowed on the USG premises. Violation of COVID guidelines may 

result in disqualifying the contractor from pre-proposal site conference. 

o Personnel with self, family, or close environment COVID symptoms must refrain from coming in for the site 

visit. In case symptoms arise after the visit has been scheduled, you may inform contracting office and we will 

schedule it for other day and personnel. 

 

 

7. WORKFORCE: 
 

7.1 Contractor to have a minimum of 5 years’ experience in commercial lawn and landscape 

maintenance/installation, irrigation design/installation/maintenance. 

7.2 Must have knowledge of professional grade equipment, and an equipment fleet capable of 

maintaining the property at the desired level of conditioning. 
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7.2 Give advice on minimum and maximum full time employees including competent on-site 

supervisors maintaining the property during the in-season and off-season months 

 

7.4 The Contractor shall not condone disorderly conduct, use of abusive or offensive language, quarreling, 

and intimidation by words, actions, or fighting.  Also included is participation in disruptive activities 

that interfere with normal and efficient Government operations. 

7.5 The Contractor shall not allow its employees while on duty to possess, sell, consume, or be under the 

influence of intoxicants, drugs or substances which produce similar effects. 

 

7.6 The performance standard is that the Government receives no more than one (1) customer complaint 

per month. The COR shall notify the Contracting Officer of the complaints so that the Contracting Officer 

may take appropriate action if any of the services exceed the standard. The COR shall, as a minimum, orally 

notify the Contractor of any valid complaints. 

 

7.7 Repeat customer complaints are not permitted for any services. If a repeat customer complaint is 

received for the same deficiency during the service period, the COR will contact the Contracting Officer 

for appropriate action under the Inspection clause. 

  

8. ACCOMMODATIONS   

 

Toilets: The contractor shall utilize toilets on the US Consulate Compound. The Contractor shall ensure 

they stay clean and usable.  

 

9. SUBCONTRACTORS   

 

Contractor shall be responsible for the conduct and workmanship of Subcontractors engaged in the Project, 

and for Subcontractors compliance with the terms of this Statement of Work.  The Contractor is responsible 

for the behavior and workmanship of Subcontractors while on US Government property. 

 

10. MODIFICATION TO CONTRACT   

 

The Contractor shall not incur any costs beyond those described in this SOW unless directed otherwise in 

writing by the Contracting Officer.   

 

Any work performed by the Contractor beyond this SOW without written direction from the Contracting 

Officer will be at the Contractor’s own risk and at no cost to the US Consulate.  

 

11.  STOP WORK  
 

At any time during the Project, the Contracting Officer (CO) reserves the right to Stop Work for protection 

of employees or visitors, security, or any other reason at his/her discretion. 

 

12. GENERAL SUBMITTALS   

 

The contractor shall provide the detailed qualification of all the key personnel.  
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13. CLOSE-OUT

14. NOTIFICATION TO PROCEED: 
 

The contractor shall start the work within 30 days of Notice to Proceed.   
 

15. POINT OF CONTACT 

 

The COR shall be the main point of contact for this Project. The Contractor shall report to the COR on (a) 

status of the Project, (b) changes in Schedule, (c) accidents and safety issues, (d) disruptions to the 

property accessibility; and all other important information pertaining to the Project  

 

16. CONTRACTOR’S REPRESENTATIVE   

 

The Contractor shall provide a representative on-site during all working hours with the authority to make 

all decisions on behalf of the Contractor and subcontractors. 

 

17. SITE SECURITY  

 

The contractor shall comply with US Consulate Karachi security policy. 

 

The contractor shall prepare list of all the names of personnel working for the contractor and any 

subcontractors, with national ID numbers and submit the list to the Facility Manager for vetting of 

employees by the RSO at least 30 days prior to commencement of work.     

 

The contractor shall also provide a list of all equipment, listing the manufacturer, model, serial number of 

all equipment to be used on this project at least 30 days prior to the commencement of any work.  Any 

vehicles utilized by the contractor are also considered equipment.  The contractor must provide make, year, 

model number and license plate number.  All vehicles will be inspected prior to entering and prior to leaving 

the premises.   

 

The COR will assign a holding area for the equipment.  Equipment, other than vehicles, should remain on 

site for the duration of the project to avoid having to have a security screening of it each time it enters the 

compound.   

 

Any vehicle that is leaking oil will be immediately removed from the US Consulate compound.  

 

The contractor must notify the COR in writing at least 24 hours in advance of the pending removal of any 

contractor owned equipment.  

The contractor is 100% responsible for securing their working materials and equipment. Any damage to 

facilities or infrastructure, which happens due to a lack of security, will be the responsibility of the 

Contractor to correct at no cost to the U.S. Government.  

 

18. DEFECTS IN WORK 
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Neither the required quality control procedure, nor detection of defects, nor correction of defects, nor the 

re-inspection or re-testing of corrected work, provides a basis for Contractor's claim for Contract 

Modification/Additional Compensation, or request for extension of Contract Time. 

 

19. DELAYS 

 

Delays that are found to be caused by the Contractor's actions or inactions shall not be a cause for a time 

extension to the contract completion date.  

 

 

20. CONTAINER SPECIFICATION 
 

When the Contractor purchases Containers, the following minimum standards shall be maintained:  

1. Carts  

a. Cart sizes shall be 20, 32, 64 and 96 gallon.  

b. Carts provided to Customers shall have a useful life of ten (10) years as evidenced by a manufacturer’s 

warranty or other documentation acceptable to the COR.  

 

c. The carts will have a minimum wall thickness of .150 inches for rotationally molded containers and 

.165 inches for injection molded containers.  

 

d. Dimensions shall not exceed:  

32 gallon cart  

Height: 39.5” ,  

Length: 24.5” 

 Width: 23”  

 

96 gallon cart  

Height: 47” 

 Length: 35”  

Width: 30”  

 

e. Handle conformity: Each cart must be equipped with handles and handle mounts that are an integrally 

molded part of the container, located on the backside of cart. The handles must not have the ability to 

rotate on their own axis at any time. Handles that are molded as part of the lid are unacceptable. Bolted-on 

handle mounts or bolted-on handles are unacceptable.  

 

f. Lid conformity:  The lid must be crowned in shape and designed to prevent entry of rain when in the 

closed position. The lid must open from a closed position, a to minimum 110-degree arc.  

 

g. Bottom conformity: The bottom of the cart must have molded-in wear strips to protect against 

dragging. Screw-on, bolt-on, or pop-on wear guards are unacceptable.  

h. Wheels conformity Each wheel shall be equipped with an axle and two (2) wheels with a locking 

device or attachment to secure them to the cart axle. Minimum wheel diameters: 10 inches for a 96 and 64 

gallon carts, 8 inches for a 32 gallon cart. Minimum wheel width 1.5 inches.  
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i. Axle conformity: The axle must have a minimum 5/8” diameter, fabricated of zinc chromate plated 

solid high-strength steel, and be fully supported by cart body. Axle must slide through two molded plastic 

journals in cart bottom and must not be exposed to contents inside the container.  

 

 

j. Body – leakage test:  Containers that exhibit any leakage are unacceptable.  

 

k. Lockable lid latches conformity: The lockable lid latches must be sturdy, constructed to prevent 

vandalism and withstand local conditions.  
 

 

 
 

 

4.1  GENERAL INFORMATION 

 

4.1.1  Contract Manager:  The Contractor shall assign a contract manager or alternate to oversee the day-

to-day performance on this contract.  The contract manager shall have full authority to act on behalf of the 

Contractor on all contract matters relating to daily operation. 

 

4.1.2  Quality Control:  The Contractor shall develop and maintain a quality control program to ensure trash 

collection services are performed in accordance with local government and US Consulate accepted 

practices.  The Contractor shall develop benchmarks for service, and implement procedures that identify, 

prevent, and ensure substandard services are not habitual.  As a minimum, the Contractor shall develop 

quality control procedures addressing the areas identified in Section 2, Service Delivery Summary. 

 

4.1.3  Quality Control Inspector (QCI):  The Contractor shall provide a quality control inspector(s) (QCI) 

who shall be responsible for the quality control program.  The name of the QCI and any alternate QCIs shall 

be designated in writing to the Contracting Officer not less than five days prior to the effective start date of 

this contract. 

The quality control inspector, or their designated alternate, shall be available within 60 minutes (or 

otherwise identified by the Contracting Officer) after being contacted to meet with the CO or their 

representative on the Consulate compound when performance issues arise. The quality control inspector 

and their designated alternates must be able to read, write, speak, and understand English 

 

4.2  QUALITY ASSURANCE:   

 

4.2.1  Performance Monitoring:  The Contracting Officer will periodically evaluate the Contractor’s 

performance by appointing a Contracting Officers Representative(s) (COR) and/or a Government Technical 

Monitor (GTM) to monitor the Contractor’s performance, and to ensure services specified in this statement 

of work are received.  Performance will be evaluated and measured by intermittent on-site inspections of 

the contractor’s quality control program, and the number of complaints received.   

The COR or GTM may inspect each task as completed, or increase the number of quality control inspections 

if deemed appropriate because of repeated failures discovered during quality control inspections, or because 
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of repeated customer complaints.  Likewise, the COR or GTM may decrease the number of quality control 

inspections if contractor performance dictates.   

The Contractor shall be responsible for corrective actions on all performance deficiencies.  The Contracting 

Officer or their representative will investigate any/all complaints received from Consulate personnel.  If 

complaints are found to be valid, the Contractor will be notified and shall take whatever corrective actions 

are necessary to remedy the situation.  The Contractor must address all complaints, including what measures 

will be taken, within 24 hours after being notified.  Repeated complaints for the same infraction will not be 

tolerated.  

 

4.3  HOURS OF OPERATION 

 

4.3.1  Normal Hours of Operation:  The Contractor shall perform the services required under this contract 

between 0800-1830 hours, daily, except Sunday’s.  No services will be necessary on Sunday’s except the 

occasional unscheduled special collections.  

 

4.3.2  Emergency or Special Event Services:  The Contractor will be required to make special collections 

in addition to their regular daily collections.  Special collection consists of two types: scheduled and 

unscheduled.  Unscheduled collections will be determined by the Contracting Officer or their representative.  

The Contractor will be notified at least 2 hours in advance when an unscheduled collection is required.   

 

4.4  SECURITY REQUIREMENTS 

 

4.4.1  Consulate Access:  Entry onto the US Consulate compound is restricted to those individuals that can 

present a valid picture identification card/document to the security force.  Individuals that cannot produce 

a valid picture identification card/document will not be allowed on the US Consulate compound, no 

exceptions.   

 

The Contractor shall obtain the following pass and/or identification items: 

 

a. Personal identification badges for each employee 

b. Vehicle registration for each vehicle. 

c. Driver license 

 

4.4.2 Identification Cards:  The Contractor shall be responsible for obtaining Pakistani identification cards 

for all of their employees.  Information on the identification (ID) card shall include a photo of the individual, 

home address and an identification number.  Identification cards shall be in English or in local language.  

Should an employee be terminated, the Contractor shall recover the individual’s ID card and notify the 

Contracting Officer immediately that the employee has been terminated.  

 

4.4.3  Physical Security:  The Contractor shall be responsible for safeguarding all US Consulate property 

provided for contractor use.  At the end of each work period, all facilities, equipment and materials shall be 

secured.  

 

4.4.4 Vehicle Security:  The Contractor shall ensure that all service vehicles used for this contract are able 

to be inspected by the Consulate’s local guard force prior to entry onto the US Consulate compound.  All 

large vehicles shall have access ports accessible for inspection.  No vehicles will be allowed on the 

Consulate compound without such available access ports.  All trash and/or collection vehicles being used 

under this contract are required to enter the compound empty, clean, without CNG/LPG gas cylinder and in 

a condition which will allow for a complete inspection.  All vehicles must have license plates and 
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registration.  All personnel and vehicles are subject to search at any time for unauthorized items.   

 

4.5  PERFORMANCE OF SERVICES DURING CRISIS:   

 

4.5.1  Contract Service During a Crisis:  If entrance to the US Consulate compound is hindered because of 

a credible security threat or crisis, the Contractor will remain responsible for the removal of refuse although 

the schedule may need to be adjusted.  The locations and hours will be determined by the Contracting 

Officer or their representative.  The Contracting Officer will inform the contractor of the new collection 

locations, and the hours that services can be performed. 

 

4.6  RECORDS AND REPORTS:   

 

4.6.1  Record and Report Responsibility:  The Contractor is responsible for creating, maintaining, and 

submitting records and reports specifically required in this SOW.  If requested by the Contracting Officer, 

the Contractor shall provide the original record, or a reproducible copy of any such record within (5) 

working days of receipt of the request. 

 

4.7  CONTRACTOR PERSONNEL:   

 

4.7.1  Attire:  Contractor personnel are prohibited from wearing military style uniforms and/or other military 

items.  Each employee shall be issued a standard company uniform that has the name of the company in 

English, in large bold lettering on the back of the uniform. 

 

4.8  CONTRACTOR SUPERVISORY PERSONNEL:   

 

4.8.1  Contract or Project Managers:  The Contractor shall have an English speaking supervisor or 

supervisors available to discuss contractual performance issues during contract performance hours.  The 

Contractor shall provide the Contracting Officer with the names and telephone numbers of supervisory 

personnel assigned to handle contract performance issues not less than 5 days prior to the start of this 

contract.   
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5.0 MANAGEMENT AND SUPERVISION 

 

5.1 The Contractor shall designate a representative who shall be responsible for on-site supervision of 

the Contractor's workforce at all times.  This supervisor shall be the focal point for the Contractor 

and shall be the point of contact with U.S. Government personnel.  The supervisor shall have 

sufficient English language skill to be able to communicate with members of the U.S. Government 

staff.  The supervisor shall have supervision as his or her sole function. 

 

5.2 The Contractor shall maintain schedules.  The schedules shall take into consideration the hours 

that the staff can effectively perform their services without placing a burden on the security 

personnel of the Post.  For those items other than routine daily services, the Contractor shall 

provide the COR with a detailed plan as to the personnel to be used and the time frame to perform 

the service. 

 

5.3 The Contractor shall be responsible for quality control.  The Contractor shall perform inspection 

visits to the work site on a regular basis.  The Contractor shall coordinate these visits with the 

COR.  These visits shall be surprise inspections to those working on the contract. 

 

5.4 The Contractor shall control overtime through efficient use of the work force.  Individual work 

schedules shall not exceed 40 hours per week to preclude overtime being part of the standard 

services provided under the contract.  Overtime may be necessary under Temporary Additional 

Services. 

6.0. GOVERNMENT FURNISHED PROPERTY/EQUIPMENT 

 

6.1 The Contractor has the option to reject any or all Government furnished property or items (see 

Attachment 1 - GOVERNMENT FURNISHED PROPERTY).  However, if rejected, the 

Contractor shall provide all necessary property, equipment or items, adequate in quantity and 

suitable for the intended purpose, to perform all work and provide all services at no additional cost 

to the Government.  All Government furnished property or items are provided in an "as is" 

condition and shall be used only in connection with performance under this contract.  The 

Contractor is responsible for the proper care, maintenance and use of Government property in its 

possession or control from time of receipt until properly relieved of responsibility in accordance 

with the terms of the contract.  The Contractor shall pay all costs for repair or replacement of 

Government furnished property that is damaged or destroyed due to Contractor negligence. 

 

6.2 The Contractor shall maintain written records of work performed, and report the need for major 

repair, replacement and other capital rehabilitation work for Government property in its control. 

 

6.3 The Contractor shall physically inventory all Government property in its possession.  Physical 

inventories consist of sighting, tagging or marking, describing, recording, reporting and 

reconciling the property with written records.  The Contractor shall conduct these physical 

inventories periodically, as directed by the COR, and at termination or completion of the contract.   
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7. INSURANCE 

 

7.1 Amount of Insurance.  The Contractor is required to provide whatever insurance is legally 

necessary.  The Contractor shall, at its own expense, provide and maintain during the entire 

performance period the following insurance amounts: 

 

7.2 General Liability (includes premises/operations, collapse hazard, products, completed operations, 

contractual, independent contractors, broad form property damage, personal injury) 

 

1. Bodily Injury stated in Pakistani Rupee: 

Per Occurrence PKR 50,000 

Cumulative   PKR 200,000 

2. Property Damage stated in Pakistani Rupee: 

Per Occurrence PKR 200,000 

Cumulative PKR 500,000 

 

7.3 The types and amounts of insurance are the minimums required.  The Contractor shall obtain any 

other types of insurance required by local law or that are ordinarily or customarily obtained in the 

location of the work.  The limit of such insurance shall be as provided by law or sufficient to meet 

normal and customary claims. 

 

7.4 For those Contractor employees assigned to this contract who are either United States citizens or 

direct hire in the United States or its possessions, the Contractor shall provide workers’ 

compensation insurance in accordance with FAR 52.228-3. 

 

7.5 The Contractor agrees that the Government shall not be responsible for personal injuries or for 

damages to: 

 

a) any property of the Contractor, 

b) its officers, 

c) agents, 

d) servants,  

e) employees, or 

f) any other person 

 

arising from an incident to the Contractor's performance of this contract.  The Contractor shall hold 

harmless and indemnify the Government from any and all claims arising, except in the instance of 

gross negligence on the part of the Government. 

 

7.6 The Contractor shall obtain adequate insurance for damage to, or theft of, materials and equipment in 

insurance coverage for loose transit to the site or in storage on or off the site. 

 

7.7 Government as Additional Insured.  The general liability policy required of the Contractor shall 

name "the United States of America, acting by and through the Department of State", as an 

additional insured with respect to operations performed under this contract. 

 

7.8 Time for Submission of Evidence of Insurance.  The Contractor shall provide evidence of the 

insurance required under this contract within ten (10) calendar days after contract award.  The 
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Government may rescind or terminate the contract if the Contractor fails to timely submit 

insurance certificates identified above. 

 

8.0. LAWS AND REGULATIONS 

 

8.1 Without additional expense to the Government, the Contractor shall comply with all laws, codes, 

ordinances, and regulations required to perform this work. In the event of a conflict among the 

contract and requirements of local law, the Contractor shall promptly advise the Contracting Officer of 

the conflict and of the Contractor's proposed course of action for resolution by the Contracting Officer.   

 

8.2 The Contractor shall comply with all local labor laws, regulations, customs and practices 

pertaining to labor, safety, and similar matters, to the extent that such compliance is not 

inconsistent with the requirements of this contract. 

 

9.0. TRANSITION PLAN 

 

Within 10 days after contract award, the Contracting Officer may request that the Contractor develop a 

plan for preparing the Contractor to assume all responsibilities under this contract.  The plan shall 

establish the projected period for completion of all clearances of Contractor personnel, and the projected 

start date for performance of all services required under this contract.  The plan shall assign priority to the 

selection of all supervisors to be used under the contract.

11. QUALITY ASSURANCE AND SURVEILLANCE PLAN (QASP)  

 

This plan provides an effective method to promote satisfactory contractor performance.  The QASP 

provides a method for the Contracting Officer's Representative (COR) to monitor Contractor performance, 

advise the Contractor of unsatisfactory performance, and notify the Contracting Officer of continued 

unsatisfactory performance.  The Contractor, not the Government, is responsible for management and 

quality control to meet the terms of the contract.  The role of the Government is to monitor quality to ensure 

that contract standards are achieved.

11.1 SURVEILLANCE.  The COR will receive and document all complaints from Government personnel 

regarding the services provided.  If appropriate, the COR will send the complaints to the Contractor for 

corrective action.   

 

11.2 STANDARD.  The performance standard is that the Government receives no more than one (1) 

customer complaint per month. The COR shall notify the Contracting Officer of the complaints so that the 

Contracting Officer may take appropriate action to enforce the inspection clause (FAR 52.212-4, Contract 

Terms and Conditions-Commercial Items), if any of the services exceed the standard. 

 

11.3 PROCEDURES.  

 

(a) If any Government personnel observe unacceptable services, either incomplete work or required 

services not being performed they should immediately contact the COR. 

 

(b) The COR will complete appropriate documentation to record the complaint.   

 

(c) If the COR determines the complaint is invalid, the COR will advise the complainant. The COR 

will retain the annotated copy of the written complaint for his/her files.   

 

(d) If the COR determines the complaint is valid, the COR will inform the Contractor and give the 

Contractor additional time to correct the defect, if additional time is available.  The COR shall determine 

how much time is reasonable. 

 

(e) The COR shall, as a minimum, orally notify the Contractor of any valid complaints.   

 

(f) If the Contractor disagrees with the complaint after investigation of the site and challenges the 

validity of the complaint, the Contractor will notify the COR.  The COR will review the matter to 

determine the validity of the complaint.  

 

(g) The COR will consider complaints as resolved unless notified otherwise by the complainant.   
 

(h) Repeat customer complaints are not permitted for any services.  If a repeat customer complaint is 

received for the same deficiency during the service period, the COR will contact the Contracting Officer 

for appropriate action under the Inspection clause.

preceding 24 months, where the awarding agency has direct knowledge of the conviction, unless the 

agency has considered, in accordance with its procedures, that this further action is not necessary to 

protect the interests of the Government; or  

  

(2)   Has any unpaid Federal tax liability that has been assessed for which all judicial 

and administrative remedies have been exhausted or have lapsed, and that is not being paid in a timely 

manner pursuant to an agreement with the authority responsible for collecting the tax liability, where the 
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awarding agency has direct knowledge of the unpaid tax liability, unless the Federal agency has 

considered, in accordance with its procedures, that this further action is not necessary to protect the 

interests of the Government.
